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TO THE HONOURABLE HORACE TOZER, ESQUIRE, COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


Sir,—I do myself the honour to submit to you my report on the registra- 
tion of Births, Marriages, and Deaths in this Colony for the year 1889, being the 
Thirtieth Annual Report published on this subject. 

It is satisfactory to be able to state-that great care appears to have been taken 
both by the Customs and Immigration Departments in preparing their returns of 
the arrivals and departures by sea, and overland by railway during the year 1889. 
If it were possible to procure returns of this kind more punctually after the close of 
each month, so as to enable an estimate of the population to be made with more 
despatch, little would now be left to be desired relative to the manner in which the 
returns referred to have been furnished latterly. 


POPULATION. 

The estimated population of the Colony on the 31st December, 1889, was 

406,658 persons, including 285,607 males, 171,051 females. The increase in the 

estimated population for the year 1889 over that of 1888 was 19,195 persons ; 
10,091 males, and 9,104 females.

The above estimate has been arrived at by adding to the population estimated 
at the close of 1888 the natural increase by excess of births over deaths registered 
during 1889, and the excess of arrivals over departures by sea and overland by 
railway during the same year. The increase from the former source being 8,269 
persons, 3,519 males and 4,750 females; and from the latter 10,926 persons, 6,572 
males and 4,354 females. 

Although every care is taken to render the returns from which these figures 
are compiled as correct as possible, yet it is to be feared there is a disturbing element 
connected with the sources from which the information is ascertained, which to some 
extent will make the estimate unreliable. In the first place there is reason to 
believe that all, or nearly all, the deaths which occur in the colony are duly recorded, 
but on the other hand it is not by any means certain that such is the case with 
regard to births, because those who are responsible (either from carelessness, forget- 
fulness, or obstinate disregard of the law, and other causes) neglect to register 
the births of children; and in consequence of the scattered population of the 
Colony it is, to say the least, difficult for a District Registrar to inform himself of all 
births which may occur in his district. Again, although most probably the numbers 
who- arrive or depart from the colony by sea are accurately accounted for by the 
Customs and Immigration Departments respectively, as also those wlio arrive or 
depart overland by railway, yet there are no means of arriving at the numbers of 
those who use other modes of transit over the border. It has been considered that 
this latter traffic would be equal, but the result of recent Census enumeration points 
to a different conclusion. However, the Census to be taken in 1891 will throw 
some light on the matter.

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From this it will be seen that the increase to the population from excess of 
arrivals over departures numbered 10,926 persons—879 less than in the preceding 
year—whilst the addition resulting from natural increase numbered 8,269 persons 
—449 less than in 1888. 

The percentage of total increase in the estimated population for 1889, over 
that for 1888, was—persons, 4°95; males, 2°60; females, 2°35. The increase to 
the population in each of the years, 1889, 1888, and 1887, also the rate per cent. of 
increase in each of the years quoted, on the estimated population is given below :—

It is apparent from this table that during 1889 the number of Chinese in the 
Colony was reduced by 451 persons, although an increase of two females is shown. 
An increase of S11 appears to have taken place in the Polynesian races resident 
here. The remaining increase to the population—viz., 10,566 persons—consisted of 
immigrants from Europe and elsewhere, as specified in table No. 1 of the Appendix 
to this report. 

The number of persons of each sex, divided so as to show adults, children 
from one to twelve, and infants under one year of age, who arrived and departed to 
and from the colony during the year under review is given in the statement below :—

From this it appears that, of the 10,926 persons added to the population by 
excess of immigration. over emigration by sea and by rail, 9,528 were over the age 
of 12 years, whilst 1,219 were between 1 and 12 years, and 87 were infants. The 
proportion of male adults is largely in excess of the females, while the proportion 
of male and female children is fairly equal. In order to clearly show this a short 
summary is given :—

This table proves that the numerical additions to the population in 1889 by 
excess of births over deaths are considerably less than those of the previous year, 
and in fact less than those of 1887-1886, and that the centesimal ratio is also 
smaller. The numerical additions to the population by excess of immigration over 
emigration also appears to a disadvantage, being less than those of 1886-1887 or 
1888, and as a consequence the centesimal ratio is affected in a like manner. :

From the foregoing it will at once be seen that the Chinese population is com- 
puted as being 7,691 persons, of whom 7,669 were males and 22 females, the propor- 
tion of Chinese to the total estimated population of 1889 being 1:89. The numbers 
of these people appear to have steadily decreased for the last five years or more. 
The table also shows that the number of Polynesians estimated to be contained in 
the total population of 1889 numbered 9,043 persons, consisting of 8,413 males 
and 630 females, the centesimal proportion they bear to the population referred to 
being 2°22. If reference be made to a similar table published in the report for 
1888, it will be found that the number of Polynesians has increased by 376 persons ; 
however, the centesimal proportion their numbers bear to the total population is 
slightly less than that of 1888. Of persons of other alien races, it appears the 
estimated number is 934 persons, 920 males and 14 females—the centesimal porpor- 
tion being 0°23, a numerical and centesimal decrease compared with preceding 
years. For the purpose of comparison, a statement is appended embracing the

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MARRIAGES. 

The number of marriages registered in the Colony during the year 1889 was 
3,128, being a decrease on the number registered in 1888 of 131 and a centesimal 
decrease of 4:03. 

Until this year there has been a numerical increase in the number of 
marriages recorded since 1886, in which year the decrease was 57 and the centesimal 
decrease 2'01. It is not satisfactory to note that with an increase to the population 
of the Colony of 19,195 persons, during 1889, the marriages should show a decrease ; 
and although the general rule of numerous marriages is taken to be indicative of 
prosperity is not applicable in the same measure here as in older countries, yet it 
may be regarded as a tolerably faithful index of prosperity or depression, and this is 
borne out by the comparatively lower number of marriages during the year under 
review when considerable depression existed in Queensland.

The marriage rate, calenlated on the number of marriages per 1,000 of the 
mean population in 1889, was 7°87, a rate somewhat less than in 1888, which was 8-21.

It will be observed that the marriage rate in Queensland, although less than 
in 188%, is yet higher than in any of the other Australasian Colonies, except Vic- 
toria; also that the marriage rate for 1889 in all the other Colonies (with the 
exception already referred to) show, as in Queensland, a decrease on the rate of 
1888, Victoria alone showing a slight increase of 0°11. 

it may be interesting to trace the fluctuations which have taken place in the 
marriage rate of this Colony since records have been kept under the authority of an 
Act of Parliament. In the first year of registration—viz., 1857—the rate appears 
to have been a little over 8 per 1,000 of the mean population. During the next 
two years it increased to 9 per 1,000. In 1860-1 it reached 10; in 1862, 14; and 
in 1863 the highest rate was shown—viz., 145, From that year it gradually 
declined to 9 in 1867, and to 8 in the two foliowing years. With the exception of 
the year 1870, in which the rate decreased to 7, and in 1873, in which it increased 
to 9, this rate was maintained until the year 1875, when a further décrease to, 7 per 
1,000 was shown, at which it remained until 1882, when it again increased to 8. 
From 1882 to 1888 no appreciable change in the rate took place; but it has again 
decreased to 7 during 1889. This will be best seen from the following table :—

From this it will be perceived that the Colony of Western Australia shows 
the lowest rate—viz., 6°87; but the returns from this Colony extend over a period 
of seventeen years only. Victoria is the next lowest with a rate of 7. 01; after which 
come Tasmania, New South Wales, South Australia, and New Zealand with 7:05, 
779, 7°79, and 8°16 respectively; New South Wales and South Australia being 
equal, and Queensland with the highest rate—yviz., 8°60. 


The marriage rate, calculated according to the number of persons married 
per 1,000 of the estimated mean population in 1889, was 15°72, considerably less 
than that in 1888, which was 17°26.

774, and in the fourth 752. 

In the Registry district of Brisbane 863 marriages were recorded, which is 
less by 89 than in 1888. The percentage of marriages in the Metropolitan district 
to the total number of marriages recorded was 27°63.

The greatest increase in the number of marriages—viz., 28—appears to have 
taken place in the Registry district of Enoggera, but this district up to October, 
1889, formed part of the Oxley district, and was only created at the date mentioned. 
Leaving Enoggera out of the question the Registry district of Leichhardt has the 
largest increase—viz., 24—with Caboolture, Maryborough, and Etheridge following 
with respective increases of 21, 20, and 13. 

The largest decrease appears to have been in the Brisbane district—viz., 39, 
Mackay coming next with a decrease of 34, and then Cook with 27. Decreases are 
apparent also in Ipswich, Drayton, and Toowoomba, and Townsville. 


During the year 1889 marriages have taken place in accordance with the 
rites of fifteen different religious denominations.

On turning to the appendix to this report, at page 11, Table No. V., it will 
be found that the nationality of persons married in this Colony during 1889 is 
shown. From the table referred to it will be seen that the number of marriages 
amongst people of alien races, who were living in Queensland in that year, and also 
their inter-marriage with members of the European races, are as follows :—It 
appears that 12 men and 1’ woman, natives of China, were married during 1889. 
The woman married a countryman of her own, but of the men 1 was married to 
a native of Queensland, 1 to a native of New South Wales, 7 to Englishwomen, 
1 to a Scotchwoman, and 1 to a native of Norway. During 1889 12 men and 
5 women, natives of Polynesia, were married here; of these, 5 men were married 
to Queensland women, 1 to a native of New South Wales, 2 to English, 1 to an 
Irishwoman, and 5 to countrywomen of their own. Of the Buropean races, it will 
be seen that, with respect to men, the greatest number who contracted marriage 
during 1889 were born in England—viz., 1,052, and the next greatest number in 
Queensland. Of the European women, the birthplace is given as Queensland of the 
greatest number—viz., 1,000, while the numbers for Englishwomen and Irishwomen 
are 836 and 617 respectively.

It will be observed that the number of males and females married for the 
first time was 2,713, being in the proportion of 86°87 per cent. to the total persons 
married, a proportion a little in excess of that of 1888, when it was 86°33; of

The signing of the marriage certificates with marks instead of in the usual 
manner may be accepted as a test of the condition of rudimentary education in 
communities where a careful system of registration has been in operation. In 
individual cases the test may be uncertain, but no doubt it can be generally taken asa 
fair means of gauging the educational condition of the masses. 

It is satisfactory to note that the number unable to write was less than in 
1888, being only 205 in 1889, as against 260 in the previous year; the relative 
proportions in each year to the total persons married being 3°28 per cent. in 1889, 
compared with 4°0 per cent. in 1888. As it may be interesting to show for a series 
of years the proportion of persons who signed their names to the marriage certificate 
with a mark, the following tabular statement is given extending over a period of 
thirteen years :—

It will be seen from the foregoing that a gradual but steady decrease has 
taken place in the proportion of those unable to write during the period above 
referred to. However, it will be observed the result does not apply in so marked 
a degree to the women as it does to the men. It is to be surmised that if instruction 
in this respect continues in the same degree, the time is not far distant when the 
whole community will be able to write, 

In this Colony there appears to be little difficulty in procuring the ages of 
both parties to all marriages; this is a matter of some importance, as it allows of 
ascertaining the mean age at marriages in the colony, the annual rate of marriages at 
different ages, and the probable duration of the joint lives of husbands and wives. 
A table showing the various ages of both husbands and wives will be found in the 
Appendix to this Report, page 8, Table No. VI. In the first column the ages of the 
husbands, at time of marriage, appear, and by reading the figures from Jeft to right, 
the number of men married at any particular age can be ascertained; the total 
number of men married at each of the ages is carried out to the column on the right 
hand. For the ages of wives it will be necessary to look at the top line of the ec 

an 
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and the number of women married at cach of these ages is seen in the column under 
each of the ages. The number of wives married at any particular age will be found 
at the foot of the several columns. It will be seen that not a single instance appears 
during the year at which either the age of husband or wife are unspecified. 

The greatest number of marriages among the men was 300 at 25 years, and 
the greatest number among females was 504, representing themselves as 21 years of 
age. It is to be feared that, with a view of avoiding the necessity of obtaining the 
‘written coneurrence of parents, guardians, or magistrates, young women are often 
led to give their age as 21 years, when in reality they are not so old. This, no 
doubt, will in a measure account for the large number returned as being married at 
that age, while the number at other ages is comparatively small. 

The greatest age at which marriage took place was 74 years, the person 
married being aman, and who married a woman at the age of 31. The greatest age 
given among the wives was 58, and there appears to have been two at this time of 
life. ‘Two youths were married at the early age of 17, and three at 18, years. 
Among the girls there were two at 14, and seventeen at 15 years. 

Some interesting particulars with regard to the ages of husbands and wives is 
presented by the Table under notice. For instance, it will be seen that of the two 
girls married at 14 years, one was married to a man aged 23, and the other to one 
aged 24, Of the seventeen girls married at 15 years of age, one selected a 
husband at the age of 17, one at 19, two at 21, one at 22, three at 23, one at 24, two 
at 25, and 28 respectively, and the remaining four girls married husbands whose ages 
were 32, 34, 37, and 38 years. A man at 46, and one at 47, each married girls of 
18 years, alsoa man aged 58 married a woman of 21, and a woman at theage of 26 
took a husband at the advanced age of 65. 

A statement is appended which shows for the last ten years the number of 
husbands and wives whose ages at the time of marriage was stated to be between 13 
and 40 years.

BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered during the year under review was 14,401, an 
inerease over the number recorded in 1888 of 154. ‘This increase must be con- 
sidered most unsatisfactory, especially when it is compared with any of the preced- 
ing five years, and is very slightly more than one-fifth of the increase shown in 
1888, which was 734. ‘Lhis will be apparent in the following statement :—

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It is difficult to account in any way for the sudden falling-off in the increase 
referred to, but on reference to the Synoptical Table, Appendix A. to this report, 
it will be seen that during the year 1881 the increase in the number of births was 
given as only 24, while that of 1883 was 1,872, so that the extreme fluctation 
occurring in 1889 is not wholly unprecedented. The centesimal ratio of increase 
in births of the year 1889 was 1°08, as against 543 in the previous year, 
which it must be admitted is not by any means a favourable comparison. ‘The 
centesimal proportion the total births of 1889 bear to the estimated mean popula- . 
tion is 3°68, a similar calculation for 1888 shows it to have been 3°78. This will be 
plainly seen in the following statement covering a period of five years :—

It is so far satisfactory to find that in Queensland, notwithstanding we have 
the comparatively small proportion of only 72°69 females to every 100 males of 
the estimated population, we have a higher average birth rate than any of the 
above-named places, except Western Australia in 1889, when the rate exceeded that 
of this Colony by 0°20 per cent. The 
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The births in each Registry district of Queensland are shown in the following 
table, giving the number of males and females, with a comparison of the two years 
1888 and 1889, also the total increase or decrease in the latter year, and the number 
of females born to every 100 males born both years. The change effected in the 
Registry district of Oxley, by which two new districts—viz., Enoggera and Toowong 
—were created, has of course reduced the number of births appearing as having 
occurred in the former district, which now shows a decrease compared with 1888 ; 
but had Oxley district remained intact, instead of a decrease of 88 being shown, an 
increase of 192 births would have been the result :—

not to be taken into account) occurred in the Caboolture district—viz., 57, and the 
greatest decrease (with the exception of Oxley, which is not taken into consideration 
for the same reason) occurred in the Ipswich district—viz., 82.

It will-be perceived that the falling-off in the increase of births over deaths 
in 1889—viz., 449—compared with a similar increase in 1888, was considerable, and 
that on only two occasions during thé last 10 years have similar decreases been 
shown—viz., in 1881, 279 ; and in 1884, 1,081. 


Illegitimate 
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Illegitimate Births. 

The illegitimate births registered as occurring during the year 1889 numbered 
674, consisting of 347 males and 327 females. This is at the ratio of 4°68 per cent, 
on the total births registered, a rate something in excess of that shown in 1888—viz., 
4°13 per cent. 

The proportion of illegitimate births in this Colony does not appear to vary 
from year to year in any marked degree, and in order to allow this to be seen the 
following statement is compiled for a period extending over ten years :—

Triplets and Twins. 
There were 291 cases of twin births in the Colony during 1889, 147 of them 


males and 144 females. This number was in excess of those in 1888 by 28. One 
cease of triplets occurred during the year, the children being all males. 


DEATHS. 


The mortality of the year under review has been heavy, considerably more so 
than in the previous year, and, in fact, more so than in any year during the last 
decennium, excepting only 1884 and 1885. 


There were 6,182 deaths registered in 1889, which is 603 in excess of those 
recorded in 1888, and a centesimal increase of 10°91. The proportion of the total 
deaths per 1,000 of the mean population was 15°44. The following statement shows 
the number of deaths registered during the last three years :—

The deaths for the year have been 8,269 less than the number of births, the 
excess of births over deaths being 134°85 per cent. In the previous year the births 
outnumbered the deaths by 8,718, which was an excess of births over deaths of 
157°68 per cent. So that with a lower birth rate, and an unusually high death rate, 
there is a much smaller balance in favour of the natural increase to the population 
during the year than is usually shown. 


As already pointed out, the deaths to mean population for the year are in 
the proportion of 15°44 per thousand. This is a higher death rate than has been 


recorded since 1886, when the rate was 16°77 per 1,000.

Of the 6,132 deaths recorded during the year 3,930 were males, and 2,202 
females, which is in the proportion of 178'47 males to 100 females. The large 
number of deaths of males compared with deaths of females is accounted for, to 
some extent, by the large proportion of males to females in the population; the 
percentage of females to males being, as already shown, 72°60; it will be seen that 
there are about 140 males to every 100 females living in the Colony. 

A high birth rate has no doubt a tendency to produce a high death rate, 
because in this as well as other communities a large proportion of deaths occur among 
young children; from 40 to 50 per cent. of the mortality in 1889 consisted of the deaths 
children under five years of age. In any fair comparison therefore made between the 
death rates of different countries or localities, allowance should be made for high 
birth rates, before the relative healthfulness can be determined ; and but for the high 
birth rate in this Colony, as before shown, the death rate would be lower than it is. 
It remains, however, to be considered whether notwithstanding the more than ordinary 
number of births, if young children were more suitably ted, probably cared for, 
and their parents more careful to choose salubrious and healthful localities in which 
to rear them, we ought not to have a lower rate of mortality amongst those of tender 
years, which would thus lower the general death rate. For some years attention 
has been called in the reports on the Vital Statistics of this Colony, to the heavy 
mortality of Polynesians in Queensland, which is another factor tending to swell the 
general death rate, therefore in any comparison of the death rates between this and 
the other Colonies allowance should be made for the large mortality amongst the 
coloured races. The death rate of Queensland would then compare more favourably 
with the other Australasian Colonies. 

The following statement gives the death rate in this and the other Aus- 
tralasian Colonies for the last two years, and the increase or decrease in each Colony 
in 1889 :—

South Australia, and the next proportionate decrease in New South Wales. A 

slight decrease is apparent in New Zealand, Tasmania, and Western Australia ; 

while an increase is shown both in this Colony and Victoria, the increase in the 
latter Colony being 2°26 as against 0°78 in Queensland.

It will at once be seen from the foregoing table that the mean marriage rate 
per 1,000 of the mean population for the last ten years was 16°69; that the mean 
birth rate for the same period was 36°97, and the mean death rate 16°90; also that 
a mean of 10481 males to every 100 females were born during that period, and 
that a mean of 189°10 males died to every 100 females. 


The greatest mortality during the year 1889 occurred in the first quarter, 
when 1789 deaths were recorded; the deaths in the second quarter numbered 1,622 ; 
then follows the fourth quarter with 1,440, and the third with 1,281. Table No. VIL., 
page 9 in the Appendix, shows the number of deaths registered in each Registry 
district of the Colony during 1889, and also the number recorded during each quarter

It is apparent from the foregoing that the greatest number of deaths in the 
Brisbane district were recorded in the fourth quarter, and the least in the third 
quarter ; also that in the month of October more deaths were registered than in any 
other month of the year, although in January, April, and November the numbers 
were little less than in the month referred to. 


The total deaths in the district of Brisbane during 1889 were 1,103, consisting 
of 666 males and 437 females, being an increase of 85 on the number recorded in 
1888. The rate per cent. to the totaldeaths in the Colony was 17:99, which compares

It appears that during the year under review, 290 persons have died in the 
General Hospital and other Public Institutions in Brisbane, as seen by the foregoing 
return ; and no doubt a number of deaths have occurred from among those who have 
come to reside in the principal town in the Colony to be within reach of medical aid, 
but whose maladies have proved incurable. In a comparison of the mortality of the 
several towns, it is of some importance to remark that the death rate may be 
sensibly increased in the great centres of population by the number of invalids who 
are attracted to the metropolitan towns, for the sake of the aid afforded by our 
public Hospitals, as well as in other cases to obtain the best medical advice from 
physicians in private practice. 

The following comparative statement of deaths in the several Public Insti- 
tutions for the last five years shows a considerable increase. This may be accounted 
for by the increase to the population, and from the fact that many hopeless cases are 
taken to these Institutions at almost the last moment :—

MORTALITY OF INFANTS. 

It has been considered by some that the climate of Queensland is unfavour- 
able to children, and the proportion of deaths of children under five years of age 
has been adduced in support of this. 

It must be admitted that the proportion of deaths of children in this Colony 
does not compare as favourably as could be desired with many other parts of the 
world; but perhaps it has not been sufficiently taken into account that the small 
proportion of old persons in the community makes the death rate higher among the 
young. A large proportion of the population being of an age beyond the dangers of 
childhood, and not being yet much advanced in life, the mortality among children 
will thus necessarily figure more largely than in older communities. 

While the death rate of children under five years has been high, there is yet 
no reason to conclude that the climate of the Colony generally is specially unfavour- 
able to children; indeed the reverse of this, rather than otherwise, is apparent by 
the application of the true test of infantile mortality—viz., the proportion of deaths

During the year 1889 the deaths of 2,687 children between the ages of under 
one month and under five years were recorded, of these 1,474 were males and 1,218 
were females. Thus, as is almost invariably the case, the deaths amongst male 
children largely exceed those amongst female children. Table No. VIII., in the

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This shows that the percentage of deaths of children under five years to the 
total deaths in the Brisbane district was 48°05, while in all the other districts 
grouped it was 42-89 to the total deaths in these districts. The rate shown in 1889 
is more both in the metropolitan and the country districts than in the year 1888, when 
it was 46:96 in the former and 40°59 in the latter. It will also be seen that in the 
year under review the percentage of deaths of children under five years in the 
Brisbane district to the total deaths in the Colony was 8°64, while in the country 
districts asa whole, it was 35°18 per cent., and in the whole Colony to the total deaths 
the proportion was 43°82. ‘This is a rate in excess of that of 1888 of 2°06 per cent., 
in which year it was 41°76.

In order to show the general comparative healthfulness of our towns in the 
Colony, the District Registrars are instructed to keep their returns for the municipal 
portion of their districts separately, and the figures show that the death rates in the 
towns are considerably higher than in the country portions of the Colony. 

It is somewhat singular that Toowoomba, supposed to be one of most healthy 
parts of Queensland, and which no doubt it is, should have the comparatively high 
death rate among children of 44°69 per cent. of the total deaths in the district, and 
that Townsville, where the semi-tropical climate is supposed to be trying to Euro- 
peans, especially children, should show a rate of only 4°74 per cent. in excess of that 
of Toowoomba. The highest death rate appears in the Kennedy district—viz., 52°91, 
and the lowest in Mackay—viz., 20°91. It may be contended that erroneous con- 
clusions are likely to be formed by a comparison of deaths of children under five 
years of age with the total deaths in a community containing but a small proportion 
of persons far advanced in life, as well as to the true test of infantile mortality, that 
is, the deaths of children under one year as compared to the number of births. It 
is observable that Mackay and Bundaberg, while showing the lowest number of 
deaths of children under five years as compared to total deaths, yet do not compare 
so favourably when the rate of deaths of children under one year to the number of 
births is taken. As tried by the test alluded to, the following is the result :—

After such a lapse of time since the last census was taken—viz., 1886, and in 
consequence of the migratory habits of a great part of the population, who change 
from place to place where employment is to be most easily obtained, it is impossible 
with any degree of accuracy to estimate the population of any of the principal towns 
in the Colony. It is therefore considered unwise to attempt to calculate the probable 

rate 
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rate of mortality in the large centres of population, as the result would be at 
best mere guesswork and calculated to mislead. Arrangements are now being made 
to collect a census of the Colony in April, 1891, when from the data then obtained 
reliable rates can be published. } 

The previous observations having relation principally to deaths of children, 
attention is now directed to deaths above that age; full particulars respecting 
which will be found in Tables XII., XIII., and XIV. in the Appendix. <A statement 
is published showing the total number of deaths registered during 1889 from 5 to 
75 years and upwards by quinquennial periods, and also the number of deaths 
registered in which the age of the deceased could not be ascertained :—

The percentage of deaths, five years and upwards, to the total deaths was 
56°18 per cent., and from the above statement it will be perceived that the highest 
percentage of deaths over five years took place within the quinquennial period of 
age 20 to 25—viz., 7°61, a decrease of 0°20 per cent. on the previous year; and that 
the proportion at the succeeding period, 25 to 30, was nearly as great, being 6°67. 
From these ages the percentage of deaths in each quinquennial period of life 
gradually decreased. ‘The smallest percentage of deaths at any quinquennial period 
took place at ages between 10 and 15—viz., 1:42 per cent. There was only 0°20 per 
cent. of deaths recorded in 1889 in which the age was not ascertained.

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As usual, the diseases in Class VI. proved most fatal in 1889 with Classes I. 
IV., and VII., following in the order named. 

With each registration of death, excepting in a few instances where the 
information has been deficient, the diseases or causes of deaths are shown in the 
tables in the Appendix, and every disease is arranged under one of the classes or 
orders according to the nosological index now in general use in Great Britain and the 
Australian Colonies. There are eight classes, some of them having several orders, 
under one of which each specific disease is numbered. 


The general scheme of this classification will be found immediately following 
this report and preceding the index to the tables. 


The subjoined table shows the number of deaths arranged in the order of 
fatality, from some of the most common causes, and their proportion to each

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As in the previous four years, so again in 1889, Phthisis has proved the most 
fatal disease amongst the people of the Colony no less than 470 persons have 
succumbed to that complaint, the percentage of deaths from this cause to the total 

deaths 
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deaths in the Colony being 7°66. The proportion of deaths from phthisis during 
1889 per 1,000 of the mean population was 1:24. Diarrhoea was the next most fatal 
disease, numbering 444, 69 more than in 1888; however, of the number recorded in 
1889, 391 cases were children under five years, 8320 of whom were under one year of 
age. The deaths from the other causes mentioned in the table referred to do not 
require any special notice, although in most instances an increased number of deaths 
is apparent in 1889 over those in 1888. 

The following table shows the duration of residence in Queensland, and the 
birth-places of persons who died in this Colony from phthisis in 1889 except in two 
cases, in which the place of birth was not specified :—

It will be noticed that of the 470 deaths from phthisis of persons whose term 
of residence and period of sickness has been ascertained, no less than 146 were deaths 
of Polynesians, that is, out of this number 81:06 per cent. were South Sea Islanders. 
The deaths from phthisis for the year 1889 were in the proportion of 11°84 in each 
10,000 of the mean population of the Colony, a rate somewhat less than that shown 
by the returns of the previous year or any of the four preceding years.

Further, Table U shows that in the whole number of 470 deaths from 
phthisis 65 were Australian born, 91 English, 39 Scotch, and 83 Trish, the remaining 
number being made up of persons of various nationalities. In many cases the 
length of illness of those who died is not easily ascertained with anything like 
certainty. As to the duration of residence, it is seen that many had heen living long 
in Australia, 40 had not been a twelve-month in the country, 45 had resided from 1 
to 2 years, 48 from 2 to 3 years, 32 from 3 to 4 years, 18 from 4 to 5 years, 89 from 

5 to 
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5 to 10 years, 33 from 10 to 15 years, 30 from 15 to 20 years, 39 from 20 to 25 
years, 33 from 25 to 30 years, 13 from 380 to 35 years, 8 from 85 to 40 years, and 
one each from 40 to 45 and 45 to 50 years respectively. 


Diarrhea, which has been second only to phthisis in fatality during the year, 
accounts for 444 deaths, 69 more than in the former year. The general proportion 
of deaths from this complaint for the year is 72°40 per 1,000 of the total deaths in 
the Colony. As many as 88-06 of the deaths from this specific cause in the Colony 
were of children under five years of age. 


Convulsions is next in order of degree of fatality, having caused 341 deaths, 
338 of which were children of tender years. The term “convulsions” is in numerous 
instances vague and indefinite, and being so frequently an attendant upon the great 
majority of infantile maladies both of the digestive and nervous systems, the deaths 
returned under this head must include a number of other diseases of early life, such as 
dentition, worms, water on the brain, and perhaps epilepsy, from which it is difficult 
to be separated in extreme youth. 


Typhoid fever is the fourth disease in point of fatality, and is responsible for 
282 deaths, an increase of 119 on the previous year, and in the proportion of 45°99 
per 1,000 of the total deaths. The deaths by sexes from this disease were about 
proportionately equal—viz., 166 males and 116 females. Notwithstanding all the 
efforts that have been made of late years towards a complete scheme of sanitation in 
the principal cities and towns, the disease mentioned still appears to be prevalent 
and has been fatal to a considerable degree. 


Enteritis, Premature birth, Pneumonia, Dysentery, Teething, and Bronchitis 
all have contributed largely to swell the number of deaths for 1889, and with the 
exception of pneumonia and bronchitis have been more prevalent than in 18838.

It will be observed that out of 2,171 deaths of children under five years, no 
less than 1,233 are attributed to five diseases—-viz., diarrhoea, convulsions, dentition, 
enteritis, and want of breast-milk, and 111 to accidents.

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Tn all countries certain descriptions of diseases prevail to which a large pro- 
portion of the deaths in every community are attributable, but which are termed 
preventable diseases, because they, as a rule, have one common origin; they are 
generated chiefly by carelessness or ignorance of sanitary laws, and may be consider- 
ably diminished, if not wholly destroyed, by cleanliness. The diseases referred to 
are principally those of the zymotic class, and include scarlet fever, typhoid fever, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, cholera, diarrhea, and many others. These prevail in 
this Colony chiefly in large centres of population and are more fatal here than in 
England. During the year 1889 the proportion of deaths from this class of malady 
was 22°39 per cent. of the total number of deaths. The time, however, has arrived 
when attention is at last directed to the imperative necessity of some comprehensive 
system of sanitary reform such as can alone prove effectual against the evils which 
threaten from the class of disease alluded to. The establishment of deodorising 
works in connection with a thorough system of drainage has proved so successful in 
other countries, where what is otherwise -a prolific source of disease and death, has 
been rendered not only harmless but has been converted into something of value, 
and has thus been made to contribute towards paying the outlay necessary; that no 
doubt the time is not far distant when similar works will be in existence in Queens- 
land, no matter what the primary cost may be, and, although necessary outlay will 
at first appear extreme, it will in the end prove the greatest economy with the 
additional gain in saving life. 

In these Colonies we have the benefits of the experiments of sanitation as 
made in older countries, so that our operations in the same direction may be safely 
conducted at a cost now fairly ascertained and with a maximum of advantage. 
Papers written by eminent statists and others who have devoted years to the study 
of this subject afford the fullest information on all that is known on “the science of 
life” and hygienic appliances. We read and are told that each labouring man in a 
community has a money value, that is the value of his labour over and‘above the cost 
of his maintenance. In Queensland we have been annually expending considerable 
sums of money in adding to our population from the old country; therefore it is 
surely worth while to spend something considerable to save unnecessary waste of life, 
simply on the score of money cost to the State. Parents would regard this question 
in a higher aspect if they were alive to the fact that cleanliness would prevent 
diseases which to a large extent commit their ravages among young children. 

It will be manifest from the facts detailed in this Report that the question 
of a high or low death rate in Queensland, comparing the results in metropolitan 
and country districts, is simply a question of whether the mortality of the larger 
towns can be reduced to something commensurate with that of the country districts. 
With the experience of what has been achieved in England of late years, no doubt 
can exist that, thorough system of removing all impurities and of supplying plenty 
of pure water in the principal towns, and pre-eminently in the metropolis, woul 
prove a solution of the difficulty, and in this way the general death rate in this 
Colony might be reduced so as to make it one of the healthiest of the Australian 


group. 
ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS. 


During the year 1889 there were 23,656 entries added to the Registers of this 
Colony ; this is an increase of 626 entries on the previous year. 

The aggregate number of names now on the Indices in the General Registry . 
Office from the. commencement of the registration system in March, 1856, to the 
end of 1889 amount to 397,070. 

In the General Registry Office a complete set of Indices, most of them 
printed, is kept, and refer to all the entries mentioned. 

In the Registrars’ offices in the country districts the Indices are all kept 
in manuscript, and copies of the printed general Indices are supplied to them from 
time to time, as they-are printed, so that searches with respect to the general records 
can be made in any of the Registry Offices in the Colony.

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It is apparent that during the year under review the amount of fees paid to 
District Registrars exceeded that paid in 1888 by £100 18s. 

The fee for registration is paid by the Government at the rate of 3s. 
for each entry made in a register. The mere registration, however, is a very 
small portion of the work a Registrar has to perform. He is in the first place 
bound to furnish the Registrar-General with an exact copy of the entries made in 
each register each quarter, and he has also to furnish returns of various descriptions 
to the Head Office, as well as returns to Clerks of Petty Sessions, besides voluminous 
correspondence with the general public. 

Assistant Registrars are appointed in various parts of the Colony, who merely 
receive or fill up birth or death certificates and forward them to the respective 
Registrars to be recorded. 

These officers do not keep registers of any kind, and are paid for their services 
at the rate of 1s. for each certificate of birth or death they send to the District 
Registrar.

Excess of Deaths over Births 


Tn immigrant vessels from Great Britain and in what are called short ships, 
bringing small numbers of passengers there were 11 births during the passages out, 
The deaths in these ships numbered 12.. In the Polynesian immigrant vessels there 
were no births but deaths occurred to the extent of 15 persons. The total birth rate 
or the proportion of births to the number of persons on board the whole number of 
ships was 0°15, In the British India Company’s vessels carrying immigrants it 
was 0°12, and in other steamships 1:17, The total death rate in all ships 0°29. 
In the British India Company’s vessels 0°16, short ships 0°52, and ships engaged in 
Polynesian immigration it was 0°74. The excess of deaths over births was 16 
persons. 

The tables attached to this Report have been carefully prepared by officers of 
the department and all necessary information fully and clearly detailed. The entire 
operation of the system of registration in Queensland is shown in the Synoptical 
Table prefixed to the ordinary tables and following this Report, it is complete from 
the year 1858, This synopsis is divided into six parts—namely, gross population of 
each year, with its numerical and centesimal increase, and the proportions of the 
sexes ; mean population of each year, with the increase in both forms; births, their 
proportion to mean population of each year, with increases shown in the same way; 
deaths to mean population, with the annual numerical and the centesimal increase ; 
mortality of children, showing the total number of deaths, and the number at various 

ages, 
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ages, with the numerical and centesimal increase of such deaths, also the proportion 
of deaths of children under one year to total deaths showing the true infantile 
mortality ; and, lastly, marriages, their increase or decrease, numerical and centesimal, 
and their proportion to the population of each year. 


REGISTRY DISTRICTS AND REGISTRARS. 


Appendix B to this Report contains a return of the various Registry districts 
in this Colony, and also the names of the gentlemen who during the year 1889 held 
the office of Registrar in each. The Registrars, with few exceptions, perform their 
duties in a careful manner, and the information relative to births, marriages, and 
deaths has of late been especially well collected. The work of tabulation in the 
head office can be materially assisted by attention on the part of Registrars to 
details, and the statistics made more reliable. In this respect the Registrars have 
been exceptionally careful during the year under review. 


METEOROLOGICAL RiTURNS. 

With respect to the Meteorological Returns of this Colony for 1889, I regret 
to say that the Meteorological Observer has been unable, through various causes, 
to publish his report in time to be issued with this. I anticipate, however, having 
copies of it an early date, when it will be forwarded to all recipients of the Vital 
Statistics, with a view of having the Observer’s report bound up as an appendix to 
the Vital Statistics. 


It is hoped that this Report will be approved as a fair reswmé of facts in 
connection with the Vital Statistics of this Colony for 1889. I regret that owing 
to ill health, and the multifarious engagements which now devolve upon me, 
prevented my devoting the amount of time and attention to its preparation neces- 
sary to enlarge more fully on the results and in a manner which the interesting 
nature of the subject deserves.
